the Smokeless Coal Operators’ As­ 
sociation through A. 
Julius 
Fre- 
burg of this city, their attorney, 
by former President William How­ 
ard Taft. 
Taft first reviews the various ac 
tions taken by Fuel Director Gar­ 
field and then the continuation by 
the Railroad Administration of the 
power of diverting coal and also 
the power granted by congress to 
fix the price of coal as a war emer 
gency.

take them. Many such towns had poor 
water supplies. 
Yet their fire loss 
was practically nothing. 
The reason 
was that these buildings were regular­ 
ly inspected. 
To cover the whole country 
with 
inspections would be terribly costly. 
Many buildings do not need it. 
But 
a much more general inspection sys­ 
tem in congested districts ought 
to 
save enough property to pay. 
Many 
fire authorities also claim it would pay 
to have regular inspections for build­ 
ings through the rural districts. 
The cause of fires is ihe careless­ 
ness of the people. 
The 
insurance 
system in a way helps to encourage 
fires. 
The average individual says: 
“I am covered by insurance, so I should 
worry and he fails to take the same 
precautions he would take were he 
not covered. So when everyone takes 
that attitude, the fire 
loss

staggering proportions. 
The man who rents a house 
may 
'think it costs him nothing. 
But he 
pays for it just the same in his rent 
bill, which has to be large enough to 
cover insurance.
